Dr. Hib- 
bin fitly says that the value of high­ 
er education lies not in the immedi- 
'*e power of wage earning, but “lies

intellectual 
potentiali­ 
ty ”

vives a higher moral, social and po­ 
litical potentiality as well, and these
